TO BULLD A COMMON BOND 


Readers are puzzled as to why 尼 ast/Jest in recent issues has featured 
stories concerning the Tibetans, Uighurs and Kazakhs in China. They feel 
that the space could be devoted to better use by printing more community 
news items. - 

To them，we have two responses: an obvious one, and the other not So 
obvious. The obvious one is that we Print stories about the Chinese-Ameri- 
cans as well as stories which would interest them. IThese stories on the 
minorities in China are news and we have Printed them as Such. 

The more Subtle reason is that we recognize the fact that since Prac- 
tically all of the Chinese-Americans are Han-Chinese, they have either for- 
gotten that there are other races in China， of that they have inherited ra- 
cial bias typical of the Han-Chinese. 

The fact is，China，geographically and politically speaking，has always 
been multi-racial. The Hans, the majority race, had been engaged in too 
many battles with the other races. The Great Wall testifies to the Hans， 
wish to keep non-Hans out of China proper. What hurt the Hans most 
probably was their failure to put the minorities continuously under sub- 
jection. History tells us that out of the three most recent dynasties，two 
were governed by non-Hans. (Mongols in the Yuan and Manchus in the 
Ch'ing Dynasties.) As a result，there were tensions among the racial 
groups, and the Hans' attitude toward the minorities was far from char- 
itable. 

As far as racial problems are concerned, these twenty years in China 
havenot been all that tranquil. First of all, the new government had to live 
with a 1945 Soviet-Nationalist decision to recognize the division of Mon- 
golia, or the independence of Outer Mongolia. Secondly, the resistance of 
the Islamic soldiers in the 天 ansu and Tsinghai areas had caused heavy 
casualties on both sides. The resultant mutual distrust and hatred took 
many years to heal. Thirdly, some of the Tibetan lamas and the wealthy 
class，who have been deeply infuenced by British-Indian aspirations， 
started armed rebellions and later took refuge in India. Fourthly, the So- 
viets have enceuraged Chinese Uighurs and Kazahks to leave Sinkiang 
and resettle in the Soviet side of the border. 

However，we are pleased to see the Chinese government's attempts to 
ease racial tensions by dropping all derogatory language related to minor- 
ities，by Promoting an equality policy，by absorbing the minorities -into 
local leadership, and by recognizing the minority autonomous regions. Of 
course, centuries of hatred and misunderstanding cannot be altered over- 
night. But such a positive direction deserves oOUT approval and admiration. 

Sadly, back in this country we have not made much improvement. Let us 
look at our relationship with the other racial groups in America. Not only 
that we are not able to work together politically with our black or white 
brothers and sisters，we cannot even get together with the other Asians, 
Chinese-Americans as a group are So up-tight with interracial situations 
that it has almost defaulted 人 fom the civil rights movement， 

Any Chinese-American who is proud of his ancestry Should know the 
word “Chinese"” has amultiracial implication. The “purity”in the Chinese 
raceis amyth. Although the Han is the majority race, there are many Chi- 
nese in China with blue eyes and blond.hair, and others with a dark com- 
plexion. Chinese simply do not look alikel 

It is time for us to look at history and recognize our racial bias. It is time 
for us to rid ourselves of our Han-chauvinistic attitude. It is time for us to 
demolish our mental Great Wall which alienates rather than unites. Hope- 
fully, based on this new understanding and attitude, we can begin to build 
a common bond with America's other racial groups.

“This precipitous， Uninformed 
action bythe State Board of Medical 
Examiners impinges on the rights of 
thousands of my constituents to ob- 
tain the kind of medical care they 
are accustomed to receiving,”Bur- 
ton told a recenht newSs conference. 


“The Primary reason for this 
agency's action appears to stem 
from the fact that the board itself 
knows almost nothing about acu- 
puncture or how it is Practiced in 
Chinatown and elsewhere in Cali- 
fornia,，” he said . 

“It is incredible to me that the 
state would act to drive out prac- 
titioners of a form of medicine at the 
same time it is attempting to en- 
couUrage research on the very sub- 
ject,”said Burton. 

He referred to legislation passed 
in 1972 designed to encourage re- 
search into acupuncture by medical 
schools i California. The measture 
was authored by Assembly Health 


Committee Chairman Gordon 
Duffy,R-Hanford，who is author of 
1973 legislation aimed at further 
expansion of acupuncture study- 


“The board's action places the 
State of California in the absurd 
Position of outlawing a practice 
which its own' law acknowledges 让 
knows nothing about,”Burton said. 

In a court case cpening Sept. 11， 
George Long is charged with prac- 
ticing medicine (acupuncture) with- 
out a_ license in his Kung Fu studio 
on Post Street. LOng, represented by 
Aubrey Grossman, argues that since 
there iS nc 1icense for acupuncture 
in Cajlifornia, how can he be guiity 
of practicing without a license?

benefits to which they are right- 


fully entitled from all governmen- 
tal agencies and Private enter- 
Prises”; 

e Bilingual Youth Programs reso- 
lution，which calls for CACA to 
support applications for federal 
grants or any other funds aimed 
at improving the substandard con- 
ditions of Chinese youths who lack 
Iarketable skills and proficient 
English ; 

e Cabinet Commission on Orien- 
tal Affairs resolution，which calls 
for CACA to support federal legis- 
lation creating a Cabinet Commis- 
sion on -Oriental Affairs。 Intro- 
duced by U.S. Senator John Tun- 
ney (D-Calif.)，the legislation for 
such a cormmission would “insure 
that federal programs are reaching 
all Oriental Americans”and would 
allow the formation of “new Pro- 
grams that may be necesSary to 
handle problems _ unique to the 
Orientals.” ' This resolution also

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Hong 必 ong TISS Tells of 
Nevw Immigration Rules 


The Chinese Newcomers Service 
Center of San Francisco recently re- 
ceived word from the Hong Kong 
International Social Service that 
there has been a change in the eligi- 
bility reduirements of the P7s，or 
the refugees. 

The reason behind this change is 
that in April 1972 Hong 必 ong intro- 
duced a hew law which makes al 
Chinese who have resided in Hong 
必 ong consecutively for seven years 3 
“Hong Kong Belonger ”which is 
soimething like conferring Hong 
Kong permanent residence on that 
Person， 

In keeping with this law, the U.S. 
Supreme Court now rules that: 

1) Anyone who arrived in 
Hong Kong illegally Defore 
April 1，1963，is not con- 
sidered eligible as a refugee 
and willbe given no interview 
as he is deemed to be firmly 
settled in Hong 玉 ong by the 
HK Immigration Act of 
April 1，1972. If he should 
have a_ Hong Kong Identity 
Card showing a_much later 
date，or no identity card at 
all, it may be possible to ap- 
Peal the above ruling，Ppro- 
vided he can obtain a state- 
ment 位 om the Hong Kong 
Immigration Department 
certifying that he does not 
have ,Hong Kong Belonger 
status. 

2) Anyone who arrived iD 一 

Hong 术 ong .legally and has 

resided . there contintuously 

for aperiod of seven years is 

considered to be firmly 


settled and not eligible as a 
P7 and will automatically be 
granted NO interview as he is 
eligible for Hong 玉 ong Be- 
longer status and is con- 
sidered to be firmly settled in 
Hong 玉 ong. 

According to the JInternational 
Social Service， thbis development 
means that 70 percent to 90 percent 
of the pending applications may 


have been wiped out,，and the wait- 


ing period may be temporarily abol- 
ished as 3a consequence， 

If San Franciscans have a friend 
or relative in Hong 久 ong who has 
applied for P7 status and does not 
meet the new requirements，he will 
be so_ notified by the American 
Consulate in Hong 久 ong. If he feels 
that there are grounds for appeal as 
stated in (1) above,， he should con- 
tact the Hong Kong International 
Social Service for assistance and 
other information。 IThe address is:

ALL ABOUT WALNUTS 


By GEORGE TAO 


开 3 111-U72 50004:“Walnut is a forest tree that bears one of the most 
valuable of nuts.” 了 xcept for vague references along this line, most 
English-language texts do not reveal very much about the plant's thera- 
peutic values. 


As in North America，several kinds of walnuts grow in China: DacR 
ZQ12t2 坊 jzte Zalat 坊 and 五 051357 za122Ut The English walnut，also 
known as Persiari walnut，is genus 1.Lgla7s，species 1 7yegia，which is 
considered the most commonly-grown type in China. 

SRULL Shabe: Because of its fanciful resemblance to the human brain， 
walnut has，since time iminemorial，been regarded as“brain food.” 
The iference is that, if eaten regularly, one will be considerably more 
than just a cut above average in intelligence. Whether such a claim to 
high I.Q. is whimsical or not is Perhaps a moot point. The fact is, all 
nut foods are to a varying degree healthful- 一 hence their high status in 
natural food stores， 

In Western setting，walnuts find their way into cookies, fruit cakes， 
ice cream，and the like. Since they ripen in summer，they are stored 
and dried until winter 一 in time for the festive season. 


Medtzci7ial za1ves: Chinese walnut paste, made up of ground walnuts， 
is said to be “good for your skin.”Taken regularly, the protein and 
fat in the walnut is a home remedy for wrinkled or dry skins. To prove 
that the anatomical comparison is not just “skin deep” walnut is also 
jisted as a cure for insomnia. Li Hung-chang，who helped a Dutch 
enVoy to get over this neurological symptom，was said to be instru- 
mental in persuading the latter to bring several specimens with him to*。

Not surprisingly，one authority claims that the nut meat can also 
cure headaches.

The infusion of 1 ounce of bark or 
leaves in 1 pint of boiling water is taken in wineglassful doses. 卫 xter- 
nally the same is also used as an application to skin eruptions, ulcers， 
etc. Even the woody partitions of the walnut are used for treating 
ringing in the ear. It takes one pound of walnuts to Yield enough to 
Imake one serving. Just pour boiling Water over this“herb”as you 
would hot tea，which it resembles in taste. Once a day for five days 
should do it.
